STATEMENTS OF ME. A. D. WILKINSON, CHIEF CLEBK, BUBEATT 
OF PENSIONS, AND MAJ. F. A. BOTSE, DEFUTT COMMISSIONEB, 
BUBEAU OF PENSIONS. 

EXAMINATION OF ANNUITANTS UNDER RETIREMENT ACT. 

Mr. Cannon. I want to find out first what is requested as an ap- 
propriation for the payment of Army and Navy pensions, or for 
all pensioners who are entitled to pensions as soldiers in the mili- 
tary and naval service, and the military includes both the Army and 
the Navy; then there is something of an estimate here, as I recall, 
that is connected with the legislation that has been enacted, touch- 
ing upon annuities for civil service retirements. 

Now, I would be glad to have these estimates separated. I want 
to know on the face of the bill that we may report what, about, is 
necessary for the payment of those who are entitled to pensions from 
former legislation for service in the military or naval establishments. 
I would like to find out also from the Commissioner of Pensions 
what will be necessary for carrying out the retirement act also. 

I voted against the civil service retirement bill and I doubt its 
wisdom now, but it is on the statute books and I want to know about 
the estimates to carry it out. 

How much should be appropriated under the law to pay pensions 
and how much is needed for annuities and the civil service retire- 
ment fund? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Mr. Chairman, the only item that enters into 
this estimate for the payment of pensions is that for the payment 
of examining such persons as applv for annuities on account of dis- 
ability. Those persons have to be examined and we have teen 
sending all of them before our examining surgeons who make 
examinations for pensions. 

After your visit this morning I took up the matter with the 
Deputy Commissioner of Pensions. Up to the present time there 
have been approximately 400 clerks or employees of the Govern- 
ment who have made application for annuities on account of dis- 
abilities. The number of claims that are coming in is very small^ 
probably 25 to »30 every month. 
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So that the item for examining these applicants is a very small 
item and we believe that it could well be omitted from tnis bill 
altogether, so that this appropriation bill will include only the 
expenses lor the payment of pensioners and the appropriation for 
examining surgeons for examining for pensions alone. 

Mr. Cannon. Now, you would pix)bably take the force that is 
under your present organization ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir; under our present organization. We 
could employ our present examining surgeons to make such examina- 
tions of applicants for annuity on account of disability as might be 
necessary, but we could pay them out of a separate appropria- 
tion for these examinations, and for travel and other expenses inci- 
dent to examinations for retirement on account of disabilitv. 

And it seemed to us that the proper thing to do would be to include 
the appropriation for this purpose in our estimates on the legislative 
bill as a part of the expenses of the administration of that feature of 
the work of the Pension Bureau just as we include at the present time 
our field force appropriation as a part of the administration of the 
field force of the bureau. 

Mr. Cramton. But you would carry an item there for the expense 
of the examining surgeons ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes ; this estimate also carries that item for fees 
and expenses of examining surgeons and for reasonable traveling and 
other expenses of applicants for annuities under the retirement act. 
But the estimate could be limited entirely to the fees for examina- 
tions and such expenses as might be incurred in examining claimants 
for pensions only. 

Mr. Cannon. ITnder the retirement act ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Xo, sir; this bill 

Mr. Cannon. And would you organize a second board to be paid? 

Mr. Wilkinson. No; we would authorize the service of our present 
medical examiners, but we would keep a separate account, and such 
payments as they might be entitled to for fees and other expenses, we 
would pay them out of the small appropriation that would be neces- I 

sary for examining applicants for annuity on account of disability. * 

Mr. Cannon. Tlien what you want, as I understand it, that while 
you are going to use your present machinery, the bulk of it will be 
expended for pensions proper, and you want, or suggest a separate 
appropriation under the retirement act with authority to use your 
present force. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Cannon. That would be payable from that appropriation and 
you would keep the two separate. 

Mr. Wilkinson. We would keep the two separate. 

Mr. Cannon. Now, I think I understand this and I do not want to 
get the two mixed up. I do not know what the other gentlemen of the 
committee think about it. Would you say that they could make these 
examinations in that way? 

Mr. Eagan. I would think so. 

Mr. Cannon. With regard to this matter of the payment of travel 
and other expenses of applicants under the retirement act, the law 
provides, does it, for the payment of traveling expenses of the ap- 
plicants?

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir; the rotiremeQt act so provides. 

Mp. Cannon. And your suggestion now is that those expenses be 
taken care ol under what item? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Our sug^stion is thftt we omit as^ything in the 
hUl that is under consideration regarding the retirement ; eliminate 
it from this bill altogether; and we wiU make a sugge^ion when 
we go before the legislative committee that an appropriation, a small 
appropriation, be made in the legislative bill providing for the fees 
of examinations and the traveling and other expenses of applicants 
us a part of the administration of the retirement law in the l^ension 
Bureau. 

Mr. Cannon. And you are going to ask that you have a separate 
organization; or would it be, as you would ask it to be recom- 
mended for consideration by the legislative bill, that you be author- 
ized and empowered to use the pension board proper t 

Mr. Wilkinson. The act of May 22, 1920, authorized us to use 
the examining surgeons of the Pension Bureau for making exami- 
nations of claimants for annuities under this act. 

Mr. Cannon. Then that simplifies the whole matter, as I take it, 
and that we need not refer to the retirement act at all. 

Mr. Cramton. The annuities and the pensions under the retire- 
ment act, the money to pay the annuities themselves under the re- 
tirement act, you expect to carry in the legislative bill. Is that 
correct ? Or is that to be taken care of in this bill ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The expenses of examination? 

Mr. CsAMTON. I am not speaking of that; but Uie annuities and 
the pensions, themselves, under the retirement act. In what bill will 
that item be carried? 

Mr. Wilkinson. That item was taken care of during the last year 
by the retirement act itself. 

Mr. Cramton. And you expect it to be carried there this year? 

Mr. Wilkinson. And the retirement act will take care of it this 
year. 

Mr. Eagan. At any rate, you are not asking for it in this bill ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. We are not asking for it in this bill. In other 
words, we suggest that all legislation of whatever nature with regard 
to the act for retirement of employees be eliminated from this bill 
and make this exclusively a bill for pensions for those who have 
rendered service in the Militaiy Establishment and for their widows 
and dependents. 

Mr. Cannon. All ri^ht, if that meets the approval of the other 
gentlemen of the committee. Well, what is your estimate ? 

APPROPRIATION FOR PAYMENT OF PENSIONS. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Our estimate this year for the payment of Army 
and Navy pensions of all classes is $265,000,000. 

Mr. Cannon. What was your estimate last year? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The estimate last year was $279,000,000. 

Mr. Eagan. The estimate was for $215,000,000 ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. It was for $215,000,000, and then on consideration 
of the bill in the committee there were $64,000,000 added. That was 
added to the bill on account of the anticipated increase under the 
Fuller act of May 1, 1920, which made necessary a change of the esti- 
mate to $279,000,000. 
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Mr. Eagan. Does that cover the Fuller bill? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The present estimate of $265,000,000 covers the 
Fuller bill and also covers the Sells bill, the act of June 5, 1920, and 
the estimate has been decreased bv $14^000,000 because the losses to 
the pension roll more than offset the gams to the pension roll by rea- 
son of allowances under the act of June 5, 1920, and in going over the 
ratio of losses and gains we feel satisfied that we can get along with 
$14,000,000 less this year than we had last year for the payment of 
pensions. 

Mr. Shreve. Then we understand that this is $14,000,000 less than 
the actual expenses this current year? 

Mr. Wilkinson. It is $14,000,000 less than was appropriated for 
that fiscal year. 

Mr. Cannon. And that covers everybody entitled to pensions, in- 
cluding all wars ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes; that includes everybody entitled to pen- 
sions, including all wars and all of those we may put on the roll 
under the act of May 1, 1920, the Fuller bill, and the act of June 5, 
1920, known as the Sells bill, which pensions the Spanish-American 
War veterans. 

Mr. Cramton. What is your expectation as to the actual amount 
for the current year. Is that $279,000,000, and does that aggregate 
all that you believe will be necessary ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. That $279,000,000 appropriation will suffice for 
this year, the chief of our finance division states, and we are going 
to come within a million dollars and probably less than a million 
of spending the $279,000,000. 

Mr. Cannon. Well, I do not know about this. Is that in the 
estimate that is submitted, the amount that you are asking there 
or is that a modification of the estimate ? 

FEES OF examining SURGEONS. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes; in the estimate submitted we ask for fees 
and expenses of examining surgeons which include fees, mileage, 
and reasonable traveling and other expenses of claimants for annuity 
for disability, $190,000. We have agreed to eliminate from this bill 
any expenses incurred under the retirement act. As these expenses 
wiU be so very small, this elimination will not affect the total amount 
needed for expenses of examining surgeons for pensions only. 

This year, we were granted $150,000. I have submitted a state- 
ment to the honorable Secretary of the Interior in which I am ask- 
ing for a deficiency appropriation of $400,000 for fees of examining 
surgeons. 

Mr. Cannon. That is for the current year? 

Mr. Wilkinson. For the current year. We asked for this appro- 
priation of $150,000. The act of June 5, granting pensions to Span- 
ish War veterans had not been put on the books at that time. The 
act of May 1 had been passed, but it was problematical as to the 
number of claimants who would apply for the pension under that act. 
The number of those who have applied for the $72 rate, that is, 
wiiere they require the attention of another person, has exceeded 
our expectations to a certain extent. We have up to the present 
time received approximately 40,000 claims from Spanish War vet- 
erans. That means that we have to examine all of those claimants^ 
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and during the next fiscal year we are going to receive a number of 
claims almost equal to those received this year. 

It must be borne in mind that the Civil War veterans, of whom 
there now are about 232,000 on the roll, are of advanced age, and 
with the increase of age and infirmities that come with it, they are 
going to rapidly sink into that condition of health where they will 
req^uire aid and attention. Just as soon as they get into that con- 
dition they immediately file their claim for the $72 rate provided 
by the act of May 1. 

Now^ if you estimate out of the 232,000 who are now on the rolls 
that within the next fiscal year 50,000 of those are going to become 
disabled, that means that there will be 50,000 that will have to be 
given medical examinations in addition to the number of Spanish 
War veterans who are coming before the office for medical examina- 
tion. So that as I have stated, I have had to request a deficiency 
appropriation of $4P0,000, which would make the appropriation for 
this year for medical examinations $550,000. And, in view of that 
condition, we feel that we will have to change our estimates of 
$190,000 for fees for examining surgeons to $500,000 for the next 
fiscal year, and that will include the fees and traveling expenses 
of examining surgeons. 

The traveling expenses incident to the examination of the claim- 
ants under the act of May 1 are incurred because the veterans are of 
such advanced age that they can not cojne before the board for 
examination by tne surgeons and it is necessary for us to send a 
surgeon to their homes to examine them. That adds to the expense 
of tne examination. So we would ask that there be substituted for 
this $190,000 for fees and expenses of examining surgeons, pensions, 
for services rendered within the fiscal year 1922, $500,000. 

Mr. Cannon. And you are going to ask for a deficiency for this 
year? - 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir ; of $400,000. 

Mr. Cannon. Of $400,000? 

Mr. W^iLKiNSON. Yes, sir; which will make this year's appropria- 
tion $550,000. 

Mr. Cannon. Yes. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Of course, so much of the amount which is ap- 
propriated as is not expended will revert into the Treasury. It 
can not be exi)ended for anything else except fees and expenses, and 
those fees and expenses are not paid until we receive from the sur- 
geon making the examination a proper voucher for the amounts. 

Mr. Cannon. Now, may I ask you, suppose you want to examine 
a man on the Pacific coast, or out in Illinois, or in New York, or in 
the District of Columbia, of course, you could make that examina- 
tion without great expense. Do you use this appropriation to send 
one of your staff from Washingtn all over the country? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Oh, no, sir ; we have boards of examination sur- 
geons located in various communities, and where the appointment of 
a board is not warranted, we have single surgeons and whenever a 
home examination is necessary one of our surgeons is sent from 
the nearest point to where the pensioner resides to examine him. 
The instructions to our boards of surgeons and our single surgeons 
are that they must not travel more than 20 miles one way to examine 
a person.

Mr. Eaoan. Why hftve you boards in sime places, and only single 
surgeons in other placesr 

Mr. WiLELiNSON. We have single surgeons in places where the 
number of pensioners or the number of claimants for pension are 
not great enough to warrant having a board there, in remote dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Shreve. What compensation does this surgeon receive for an 
individual case? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Each member of a board of surgeons receives at 
the present time, under the act of May 28^ 1908, $3 an examination 
for the first five e^saminatioas that they make. For all other exami- 
nations that they may make on that day they receive $1 each as com- 
pensation, with the limitation that they can only make 20 examina- 
tions in one day. If it is necessary for them to have an adjourned 
meeting to the next da^ to examine applicants, they receive $3 for 
the first five examinations they make on that day and $1 for ^11 
subsequent examinations. A surgeon who is sent to a pensioner's 
home to examine him receives $4 for the examination and mileage 
at the rate of 10 cents per mile. 

Mr. Eagan. These surgeons are only paid for the work they actually 
perform ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The surgeons are only paid for the work which 
they actually perform. 

Mr. Eaoan. They are practicing physicians in the vicinity in which 
the applicant for the pension resides ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir ; and they have to submit vouchers in each 
and every case showing }ust exactly what services they have per- 
formed. 

Mr. Eagan. It is not clear to me just what functions the board and 
what functions an individual surgeon perform. How do you dis- 
tinguish between the necessity for a board and for a single surgeon? 
Does the single surgeon report back to the nearest board, or to whom 
does he make his report ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. He makes his report to the Bureau of Pensions 
when he examines a man. Take, for instance, the city of Washington. 
Here we have quite a number of applicants for pensions. We have 
three boards of examining surgeons here. We find it necessary to 
have three boards to handle the number of applicants that comes 
before them. You take some small town in New Mexico, where there 
will be probably not more than a half dozen applicants in the course 
of a year, it is only necessary to have one surgeon. 

Mr. Cramton. And there might not be more than one physician. 

Mr. Wilkinson. There might be only one physician in that locality. 
We appoint some reputable physician in that location and he virtually 
has the same powers and rights as if he were a board of examiners, 
but for the sparsely settled condition of the locality one surgeon is 
sufficient to do the work. 

Mr. Eagan. But the examination by a single surgeon is the same 
as the examination conducted by a board of surgeons? 

Mr. WiLiBLiNsoN. It is as complete in every respect, with the ex- 
ception that in one case we have only got the report and the opinion 
of one man. In the other case we have got the report and opinions 
of three. That organization as to boards and single surgeons has 
been provided for by law. 
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Mr. Shreve. And your idea in increasing this amount to $500,000 
is in order to avoid a deficiency. 

Mr. Wilkinson. We want to avoid a deficiency next year. 

Mr. Shreve. Any money not expended will be covered back into 
the Treasury ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The money can not be diverted to any other pur- 
pose whatever. That which is not paid out on regular vouchers for 
services of examining surgeons will be covered back into the 
Treasury. 

Mr. Cannon. I would like to get your estimate or the modifica- 
tion as the case may be. 

Mr. Cramton. That is a supplemental estimate, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I would call your attention to the fact that in 
our estimate for 1920 that we asked for $80,000 for fees and expenses 
of examining surgeons, and in view of the fact that the act of May 
1, 1920, was passed after we asked for that figure, we increased the 
amount to $150,000 and that was granted us last year without sub- 
mitting any formal supplemental estimate. 

Mr. Cramton. I notice in this item that you insert the language ; 
" For fees and expenses of examining surgeons and for reasonable 
traveling and other expenses of applicants and annuitants under the 
retirement act, pensions and annuities," which you now suggest 
should be submitted, you have also suggested the omission of the 
language in the present bill, " For services rendered within the fiscal 
year 1921." What do you have to say to that? 

Mr. Wilkinson. How is that? 

Mr. Cramton. I want to ask as to why you ask the omission 
from the present bill of that clause, " For services rendered within 
the fiscal year 1921," which in the pending bill would be 1922. The 
bill before us, in brackets is the line, " For services rendered within 
the fiscal year 1921," which would indicate to us that you suggest 
that that language should be omitted. I am asking you why we 
should not instead simply change the year to 1922. 

Mr. Wilkinson. " For services rendered within the fiscal year 
1921 " was stated and the amount was left blank for the simple rea- 
.son that there had been no expenses for the year 1921 incurred for 
medical examinations payable out of that fund, and that we con- 
template to pay the expenses out of that for 1922. However, I do 
not get the drift of your question. 

Mr. Cramton. Will you please read to me just the language that 
you propose to use in connection with the $500,000. 

Mr. Wilkinson. For fees and expenses of examining surgeons 
for pensions, $500,000. 

Mr. Cramton. Now, in the print of the bill that I have there is 
a limitation that it should be tor services rendered within the fiscal 
year covered by the bill. Is there any objection to our using simi- 
lar language in this bill, substituting 1922 for 1921? Is there any 
objection to repeating that language ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. >ione whatever. 

The Chairman. That money will be expended during the fiscal 
year, 1922. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Of course, you can very readily see that in the 
fiscal year 1922 the examinations occurring toward the end of that 
fiscal year may not be paid for for three or four months after the 
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expiration of the fiscal year, but the amounts that are to be paid are 
for services rendered within that fiscal year. 

Mr. EoAN. It is confusing to the committee to have the bracket 
placed where it is before the word " for." 

Mr. Cramton. Now, it will be satisfactory if the language is, "For 
fees and expenses of examining surgeons, pensions for services ren- 
dered within the fiscal year 1922, $500,000." That will be satis- 
factory ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Cannon. But, you submit in your estimate a smaller amount 
than that. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes; we did not ask for enough in our estimate. 
If the committee desires, I will read a statement that I submitted 
to the Secretary calling attention to the necessiy for $400,000 de- 
ficiency appropriation, and that will probably give you a clear idea 
as to the reason for our asking for this increase for 1922. 

Mr. Cannon. You are asking for an additional amount, and I 
think you have explained the statement and answered the questions 
I have asked you. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I have. 

Mr. Shreve. Have you a statement before you of the various items 
included in this appropriation asking for $265,000,000? There does 
not appear to be such a statement here before us. Now, as that bill 
is made up, how do you arrive at the conclusion that you should have 
an appropriation under this bill of $265,000,000? 

Mr. Wilkinson. We arrive at the conclusion that we want $265,- 
000,000 from the accounts which we keep in our finance division and 
disbursing office of the amount that we pay out quarterly for pensions. 
And, at the same time, the decreases by reason of death, etc., that are 
occurring from month to month during the present time. There are 
no- 
Mr. Shreve. Is there any way by which you could separate your 
various pension accounts so that we might have the notation as to the 
whole situation ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. On page 17 of the commissioner's report, Exhibit 
5, there is a table covering the disbursements of pensions on account 
of the different wars for the last five fiscal years. 

Mr. Eagan. Up to 1920? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Up to and including 1920. Now, we could prob- 
ably prepare a table for the present fiscal year which would show the 
amounts that have been expended up to the present date, and then, of 
course, we would have to estimate, but it could be divided into items, 
say, for the Civil War, the War with Spain, the War of 1812, the War 
with Mexico, the Indian wars, the Regular Establishment, and the 
World War, and those items enter into the $265,000,000 we are asking 
for. 

Mr. Eagan. Can that be done without any very great deal of labor? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes ; I think it can be done without a great deal of 
labor. 

Mr. Cramton. Is your figure of $265,000,000 based on the addition 
of your estimate as to the different classes, or is it just a guess as to 
a lump sum ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. No ; it is based on our estimate as to the different 
classes. 
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Mr. Eagan. Then for that- 



Mr. (^RAMTON. This must have that information in it. 

Mr. Wilkinson. It is just a. question of netting it together. We 
never submitted items in the estimates heretofore. 

Mr. Cannon. You refer to the statement on page 17 of the commis- 
sioner's report, Exhibit 5 ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes. 

Mr. Eagan. In that table I notice that there is an item in which 

Provision is made for the payment of pensions to soldiers in the 
forld War. Just how do you come to pay pensions to soldiers of 
the late war? 

Mr. Cannon. They don't submit any now for payment, do they? 

Mr. Wilkinson. The War Risk Bureau assumed control over 
claims filed subsequent to October 6, 1917. There had been claims 
filed prior to October 6, 1917, from the beginning of the war, which 
was some time in April, 1917, and, of course, those granted pensions 
are carried upon our rolls. 

Mr. Shreve. And that item should not be increased? 

Mr. Wilkinson. It might probably be increased by reason of the 
fact that those pensioners may haye increased disabilities, but the 
increase would be very slight. 

Mr. Cannon. You have not submitted a formal estimate through 
the Treasury. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Well, 'Mr. Chairman, I think that we have now 
asked for just exactly what we want, and what we estimate will be 
necessary. 

Mr. Cannon. I know you have. 

Mr. Wilkinson. And we submitted that in our formal estimates, 
which came through the Treasury Department, presumably to the 
committee. 

Mr. Cannon. Well, then, we have not received it. 

Mr. Cramton. Let me get that and be sure that we understand. 
Your original formal estimate for the payment of pensions was for 
$265,000,000 ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Cramton. And that is what you are now asking? 

Mr. Wilkinson. That is what we are asking. 

Mr. Cannon. That was submitted? Now, as to the other items 
for the fees for examining surgeons, your formal estimate and the 
only estimate that has ever come through the Secretary of the 
Treasurv is for $190,000, whereas you are now asking for $500,000? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Cannon. So that item is for an increase over your original 
estimate ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. Yes ; the item is for an increase over our original 
estimate. 

Mr. Cannon. Precisely. It seems to me we ought to have an 
estimate. 

Mr. Wilkinson. Well, Mr. Chairmanj we can submit an estimate, 
if you so desire. We submitted an estimate for $30,000, and then 
when it came before the committee we asked for an increase, so they 
made it $150,000, and that was granted to us last year without a for- 
mal supplementary estimate. 

Mr. Cannon. That was in the present bill and it was reported ? 
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Mr. Wilkinson. Yes, sir ; last year. 

Mr. CiL\MTON. I think it it just a formality and that we should 
have the estimate in the formal way. 

Mr. Cannon. It seems to me, Mr. Wilkinson, as you didn't ask for 
this additional $400,000, and it is not in the estimate, it seems to me 
that we ought to have an estimate in order to take it up. Can you get 
that to us in a couple of days? 

Mr. Wilkinson. We can do that, Mr. Chairman. Wc will prepare 
and submit a supplemental estimate. 

Mr. Cannon. All right. 

Mr. Wilkinson. We have already stated the reasons why it is 
needed. 

Mr. Cannon. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Wilkinson. All we have to do is to prepare a supplemental 
estimate, a formal estimate, and submit it to tne committee. 

Mr. Cannon. It seems to me that we ought to have that, don't you 
think so ? 

Mr. Shreve. I think so. 

Mr. Cannon. There is no other increase you need ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. No other increase; no, sir, nothing else. 

Mr. Cannon. Well, is there anything else that should be taken up, 
that you desire to have considered now ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. No, sir. 

Mr. CANNoiff. Of course these deficiencifes that you have will be 
cared for in the deficiency bill for this year. 

Mr. Wilkinson. The deficiency bill cares for that this current 

Mr. Cannon. We would not have jurisdiction to report it. Are 
there any further questions ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. No, sir; and I will have the supplemental esti- 
mate prepared this afternoon and get it up to the department with 
the request that it be made special for the use of the committee.
